What then. are the standards for judg- 
ng breeding stock, and how dependable 
are they? 

The answers to these questions are not 
i be compressed into a brief work of this 
yature. and in all frankness, the answers 
ye not very well known. The experience 
ofa thousand horsemen has not answered. 
and the research of a few 
scientists has furnished 
only crumbs of truth. But. 
on the basis of numerous 
investigations, many of them initiated and 
carried out in offices of THE BLoop-Horse 
in the last few years, it is possible to make 
afew generalizations drawn from the con- 
sideration of large numbers of instances. 


Selection of 
Stock 


The best evidence of breeding class is. it 
yes without saying. the actual production 
of good horses. The racing records of the 
progeny are the best possible indications 
of the future racing of future progeny of 
the same parents. 

Before the progeny test can be applied. 
that is, in appraising young stallions and 
young mares, the racing class of the indi- 
vidual is the best available indication of 
the probable racing class of the offspring. 
This applies as well in females as in males. 
and for all practical purposes it may be 
sid to apply especially to females. It is 
ly far the most important consideration 
in the selection of breeding stock. 

In many cases it will be found that the 
widence tending to reveal racing class is 
inconclusive or lacking altogether. In such 
tases an estimate may be made from the 
racing class of the nearest kin (sire. dam. 
‘lings, half-siblings, ete.). An  experi- 
‘need knowledge of conformation may be 
ielpful in cases of this sort. Such esti- 
mates, however, should always be made 
‘onservatively, and upon the assumption 
that the indicated probability is less re- 
liable than in the case of actually revealed 
‘peed or class. This is simply the method 
if trial and error, and it must be assumed 
tthe beginning that the incidence of fail- 
we will be high, regardless of the stand-

ECENTLY we have been receiving letters from agents 
for Remount stallions. The writers had been in- 
structed by letter that all the Government-owned stallions 
would be gathered at Fort Reno and Fort Robinson, and 
there, along with the other horses which were a part of the 
The 
agents were instructed, in a letter from H. A. Marston, 
research co-ordinator in the Department of Agriculture at 


Remount set-up, would be sold by public auction. 


Washington, to stand by for shipping orders. 

The Department of Agriculture had made no other 
announcement of this decision, although the sale was to be 
held this spring. Presumably it wished to postpone facing 
the inevitable protests as long as possible. ‘The sale was to 
be held in the midst of the breeding season, so that most 
agreements to breed mares to the Remount stallions this year 
would have to be abrogated. 

Since Washington had made no announcement on the 
subject, we asked information from Col. Thomas J. John- 
wn, retired, former chief of the Remount Division and now 
executive secretary for the American Remount Association. 
Colonel Johnson had just returned from Washington to 
his Polohunt Farm near Lexington. 

There are 403 Remount stallions scattered through the 
states in the hands of agents, plus 51 others in the Removnt 
depots, a total of 454. 
hundred broodmares still considered useful for breeding, 


At the depots are approximately a 


dong with nearly as many of their younger offspring. 

Concentration of the stallions in the two depots would 
de an expensive process in itself, and the sale of such a large 
number at the same time would certainly make the individual 
prices very low. It is doubtful whether the amount re- 
ceved would equal the expense of shipment and sale. 

Among the numerous protesting letters Colonel Johnson 
tad read in Washington was one from an agent in New 
York. The stallion he has is 21 years old, but is still useful, 
and has gained local distinction as the sire of good horses. 
Shipping him to Fort Reno in Oklahoma would be “simply 
an expensive way of destroying him.” 

Colonel Johnson read “close to two hundred” of these 
letters. Only about five of them, he said, expressed any 
doubt that the Remount stallion project is still definitely 


needed, leaving aside the Army’s controversial decision that 
it will never need horses again. “The cattlemen of the west- 
ern ranges still find the horse indispensable. Farmers 
throughout the country still use horses, and the pleasure 
horse is a growing factor in urban life and rural economy. 
If the program of dispersing Government-owned stal- 
lions in the various horse-breeding areas is discontinued, most 
of them would soon be succeeded by inferior horses-—or none 
at all. The economic loss would far outweigh the small 
amount necessary to maintain this activity. In the last 
thirty years the ‘Vhoroughbred, under the direction of the 
Remount, has brought about a tremendous improvement in 
the American working and pleasure horse.

What to do? Colonel Johnson has laid before the De- 
partment of Agriculture and the director of the budget 2 
plan which he hopes will be accepted.

He believes that, 
with a horseless Army and other current conditions, the 
liquidation of Remount activities is probably justified—ex- 
cept for the stallion program. He feels that can be main- 
tained at a modest cost, and that it certainly should be main- 
tained as a function of the Department of Agriculture. 
The most expensive part of the Remount operation, 
Colonel Johnson has pointed out, is the maintenance of 
breeding operations at the depots. He estimates that it 
costs at least $6,000 to produce a suitable Remount stallion 
at one of the depots, and that the necessary replacements 
(about forty a year) can be purchased off the race tracks 
at less than half that figure. If the depot breeding is dis- 
continued, a much smaller staff can handle the operation. 
Colonel Johnson’s plan for continuing the purchase, 
placement, inspection, rotation, etc., of stallions shows an 
estimated cost of about $220,000 a year.

Destroyed in 


Fire of undetermined origin early on the 
morning of Mareh 2 destroyed a barn and 
15 Thoroughbreds at Clifford Mooers’ Wal- 
nut Springs Farm, near Lexington. 

An explosion in the barn aroused an em- 
ployee who was living nearby. Upon his 
arrival at the scene. he said, the middle of 
the structure was ablaze and he was un- 
able to enter. Destroyed were nine year- 
ling colts. two broodmares. four horses-in- 
training. farm equipment. hay and grain, 
a collection of trophies. and miscellaneous 
tack. Waller Jones, farm manager, esti- 
mated the value of the barn at $50.009. 
and the horses at approximately $150,000. 
He said that he knew of nothing in the 
barn which might have caused the fire.

How Many Worms Do You Want: 
A Million--Or a Minimum? 


Dr. A. C. Todd is fond of telling breed- 
ers that there are three ways to cope with 
the parasites that chew up a horse’s in- 
nards: 

1. Blindfold method. Do nothing. This 
is the cheapest and the least bothersome. 
Some people think that a few worms make 
a horse happier, anyway. 

2. Half-an-Eye. If a horse insists on be- 
ing lousy with worms, call in a_veter- 
inarian to give him a big shot of medicine. 
Then resume the Blindfold treatment. 

3. Spyglass. Don’t wait until you see 
the whites of their eyes, any more than you 
would wait on smallpox. Beat the worms 
over the head every day. 

In the last two years, and especially in 
the last few months, Kentucky breeders 
have become interested in the Spyglass 
method. Treatment for bots and some 
other parasites in horses has been prac- 
ticed for a long time, but only in the last 
couple of years has the Spyglass method 
been developed against the bloodworm, 
which one able veterinarian has described 
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as “the most dangerous and destructive 
equine parasite.” 

There are reasons for this apparent lag 
in research. For one thing, money for such 
purposes hasn’t been too plentiful, and 
more urgent projects were given priority. 
For another, experienced parasitologists 
hadn’t been turned loose to study worms 
in horses. 

But now, at the Department of Animal 
Pathology, Kentucky Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, in Lexington, these shortages 
are being overcome. More money is avail- 
able, and Dr. Todd has been brought in 
to grapple with parasites. He is a tough 
man to grapple with, and the parasites are 
taking a beating. Here’s the story: 


QUESTIONS. You may remember 
hearing about Dr. Todd last June, when 
THe Broop-Horst published a paper 
about aneurysms in horses, and the worms 
that cause them. At that time he was fairly 
new to the Blue Grass, but he was well

“The best way to find out which horses 
have parasites is to do a post-mortem,” Dr. 
Todd told the Thoroughbred Club of 
America not long ago. “But you have to 
have a dead horse for that. The next way 
isto do a survey of the fecal matter from 
horses, to see if there are any worm eggs 
in the manure. 

“For years, people had sent samples of 
fecal matter to the University of Kentucky 
laboratory for qualitative analysis. This 
showed whether any eggs were in the ma- 
nure. But that isn’t good enough. You 
need a quantitative analysis, too, to show 
how many eggs are there.” 

So quantitative analysis has been used 
in the parasite investigations now going 
on in the U. K. laboratories. It is pains- 
taking work, and for that reason the base 
of the experiments now going on is lim- 
ited to a study of the manure from horses 
at ll farms. A good man with a micro- 
scope can make an egg count in a manure 
sample in approximately 12 minutes. But 
after about three hours of steady peering 
into a microscope, the researcher is used 
up. He has peered himself dizzy. So not 
more than the present 11 farms can be 
included in the current investigations, 
which render a detailed analysis of the 
worm population of the horses involved. 

What has the study of the last few 
months revealed ? 

“We don’t know all the answers,” Dr. 
Todd states. “We set up the questions, 
fnd what we think are the answers. then 
spend years proving them.” 

Here are some of the things learned so 
far: 

1. Except for some very young foals. 
every horse encountered during the inves- 
tigations has been infected with parasites. 

“A great majority of foals are born with- 
out worms,” Dr. Todd believes, “but some 
are born with them because worms migrate 
irom the dam. They travel from the cir- 
culatory system of the dam, pass the bar- 
tiers set up by the placental membranes, 
aid enter the circulatory system of the 
fetus itself. 

“The ultimate source of infestation for 
aly foal is the mare herself, or the horses

2. Different worms do different things 
a horse. Strongylus vulgaris, or the 
bloodworm, in its larval form lives in the 
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anterior mesenteric artery, which is the 
pipeline that supplies blood to the intes- 
tines. 

These larvae chew up the inside of the 
artery. just as rust eats up the inside of 
an iron pipe. They cause aneurisms (lit- 
erally, a violation of the artery) which 
choke up the artery and cut down the 
blood supply to the intestines. They pro- 
duce blood clots. They cause the wall of 
the artery to thicken. (See photo.) In 
the long run, they can cause death. 

Another worm which lives in horses is 
the ascarid. This is a white worm which 
lives in the small intestine. “It is danger- 
ous,” Dr. Todd says, “because it lives in 
large numbers and can plug up the small 
intestine.” 

Strongylus edentatus is a close relative 
of Strongylus vulgaris. Researchers be- 


lieve it may be one of the primary causes 
of colic, though its role has not been fully 
investigated. 

Upon seeing an aneurism and becoming 
aware of the damage that worms can do, a 
great many people ask: “Are good horses 
good because they don’t have worms?” 

Dr. Todd answers: “I do not say that a 
horse cannot be a good horse if he has 
bloodworms. But I don’t think a horse 
can realize his full potential if he has 
aneurisms. That could be one of the 
things to consider about sprinters and stay- 
ers. For example, a horse with a clogged 
artery might necessarily be limited in his 
range. His restricted blood supply might 


make it physically impossible for him to 
run very far at high speed.”

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Last week the Thoroughbred Club of 
America’s Yardstick for 2-year-olds was 
published here. As was to be expected, it 
followed fairly closely the pattern of J. B. 
Campbell’s Experimental Free Handicap. 
which had been presented earlier in the 
year. 

But this week the Yardstick covers an 
entirely new area—the 3-year-old division. 
It is the first time in the history of Ameri- 
can racing that such a list of ratings has 
been compiled for this age group. Like 
the Yardstick for 2-year-olds, it is largely 
the work of Lincoln Plaut, field manager 
for Triangle Publications, who had assist- 
ance from trackmen employed by Daily 
Racing Form. 

It was foregone that Calumet Farm’s 
Citation would head the list, but there was 
a question as to whether the handicapper 
would hold the top weight to 130 pounds, 
which has become a practice in American 
racing. or would be bound only by the lim- 
its of his judgment. It transpired that 
Citation was weighted at 137. This is 11 
pounds above Coaltown, Citation’s swift 
stablemate, and it probably will be the 
top weight for some time to come.

In the Everglades Handicap he looked like im- 
proving on the performances that had led to his 
rating near the bottom of the Experimental and the 
Yardstick. Carrying top weight (120) over the 
nine furlongs, he won easily by three lengths, “was 
hard held while holding a commanding lead, and 
won with speed to spare,” according to the Daily 
Racing Form chartmaker.

When Apprentice Gordon Glisson 
steered Clifford Mooers’ Old Rockport to 
an upset victory in the $100.000-added 
Santa Anita Derby, the wires hummed a

happy tune of racing drama around th 


world. 
Seattle, Wash.. though 1,300 miles from 


the scene, took great pleasure in the race, 
for Seattle was identified with both the 
owner and jockey of the amazing 3-year- 
old. 

A few calls around town found citizens 
in various stages of high glee. Here are 
the reactions of some of them: 

Judge Robert Jones: “Surely, | remem- 
ber Cliff Mooers. He went to Broadway 


high school here in Seattle. He was ad- 


mitted to the bar in Alaska, and came 
back to town just before the first World 
War. Cliff, Morris Leehey, and myself 
practiced law together in the Alaska 
Building. Yes, he was a smart little fel- 
low. Why don’t you call...” 

Frank Coyle: “Yes, Cliff and I went to 
Alaska in the Shushanna Gold Rush of 
1913. We mushed in 75 miles south of 
Dawson. Five weeks on the trail. and 40 
degrees below. We would sleep each night 
with our arms around each other trying to 
keep warm. He wrote a series of articles 
about it for the Seattle Times, but we 
never found a pinch of gold. Nor did any- 
one else. I came back to Seattle, but Tiny 
went on up to Seward. You ought to

W. P. Brawley, manager of the commer. 
cial and professional division of the Wash. 
ington Employment Service: “No, I would 
hardly say that Tiny grew up in even or. 
dinary means. He was a great pool player 
as a kid, and I remember we used to loan 
him a dime to get in the games at the old 
Battersby and Smith parlors. He never 
failed to win enough to get something ty 
eat on. Later I loaned him some money 
and we started the first Stutz car agency 
in the Northwest. It was a cinch he 
make good someday. Why don't you 
call...” 

Wayne Sutton, former member of the 
Washington State Racing Commission: 
“So the little guy came up with a big 
horse, did he? And Glisson rode him’ 
That figures, because Cliff saw the boy 
ride at Longacres last summer when he 
broke his maiden. Cliff has a couple of 
yachts, and comes up here every summer. 
Fishes. sails, pals around with his old 
gang. Makes quite a Cinderella story. 
doesn’t it? I hope they team up in the 
Kentucky Derby. Why don’t you call ...” 

Harry Crouch, who has operated 
Seattle’s Woodlawn Flower Shop for 37 
years: “Why, Cliff and myself grew up to- 
gether in South Park. by the railroad 
tracks where the Rainier Brewery stands 
Used to swim in the Duwamish river. Isn't 
that where Glisson’s home is, on the 
Duwamish?

dollars. Not a better person in the world 
to have money than Cliff Mooers. We're 
all happy for him up here.” 

Racing’s clutch on the imagination wa: 
thus evidenced by the way old friends o 
Clifford Mooers, many with no knowledge 
of the Thoroughbred sport, were thrilled 
at the story. 

As for Gordon Glisson, he has beet 
headline news in Seattle since he won his 
first race at the nearby Longacres track

Wright, Salmon 
Leading Breeders 


For the second consecutive year. War- 
ren Wright’s Calumet Farm and Walter J. 
Salmon’s Mereworth Farm are the lead- 
ing American breeders of 1948, according 
to statistics prepared by Daily Racing 
Form. 

The Wright establishment led in point 
of money won with earnings of $1.559.850 
for horses bred at Calumet. Louis B. 
Maver. whose breeding interests accounted 
jor earnings of $1,105,901 in 1948, was 
second on the list. 

Mereworth’s 330 wins were 28 fewer 
than for 1947. when the same farm headed 
the list. Mereworth also led the list in 
1945 with 307 successes. Arthur B. Han- 
cock’s Claiborne Stud was second in point 
of wins with 271. He has been the leader 
in this category nine times during the 
years 1935 through 1946, 

Calumet is a 1.038-acre farm near Lex- 
ington. Approximately 70 mares are kept. 
The stallions are Bull Lea, twice leading 
American sire: Whirlaway. Triple Crown 
winner, former world’s leading money 
winner; Pensive. Derby-Preakness winner 
of 1944; and Sun Again. Chance Play 
has been retired. Mereworth Farm is 
composed of 2.400 acres. The stallion 
list includes three imported horses, *Vez- 
ano. *Sirte. and *Hairan, plus the Amer- 
ican-breds Ariel, Ocean Wave. and Swiv. 

Chief contributor to Calumet’s title was 
Citation, the Triple Crown winner and 
Horse-of-the-Year. He added $709,740 to 
the earnings of Calumet. Other leaders 
included Fervent. $123,775; Coaltown, 
$104.650: Bewitch. $69,000; and Fault- 
less, $68.900. 


Mayer-bred horses were headed by On 
Trust with $196.950. Drumbeat was sec- 
od on the Mayer list with $87,125. fol- 
lowed by Honeymoon, $74,880; Solidarity. 
$72,050; and Stepfather, $60,900. 

On the number-of-wins list. Mereworth 
had three horses to win seven races each. 
They were Checkerhall, Atom Buster, and 
Regal Maid. Four others won six races. 
They were Abrek, Sure Gift. Last Son. and 
bullish. Tit Tat Toe and Transatlantic, 
both Hancock-breds, won eight races each. 
Also from Claiborne came Sir War with 
even. Three others won six apiece. They 
were Double Eire. Flash Flood. and Pre- 
varicator. 

Several newcomers among the ranks of 
lading breeders are on the list for 1948, 
ind several breeding establishments which 


iave been disbanded still figure among the 
leaders, 
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Fred B. Koontz, Oklahoma oil man, is 
fifth on the list of breeders of horses with 
the most wins. He was twelfth in 1946, 
ninth in 1947. Another addition is B. F. 
Whitaker, part-owner of the stallion Re- 
quested. Racing and breeding his own 
horses. Mr. Whitaker has risen from far 
down in the ranks. He breeds only a small 
number of horses. In 1948, he was 18th 
on the list of money winning breeders with 
27 wins. 

The late Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour 
Stock Farm and the late Emerson Wood- 
ward’s Valdina Farms, Inc., still figure 
among the leaders, although both estab- 
lishments are disbanded. Valdina Farms 
was fourth on the list of most wins with 
215. The farm was discontinued in 1943, 
after the death of Mr. Woodward. 

Sixth on the list of money winners. Col. 
E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Farm had 131 
firsts. with earnings totaling $685,523. The 
breeding establishment was disbanded in 
1946.

Meadowview Farms’ Future 


The recent death of F. Wallis Armstrong 
does not mean the discontinuance of Thor- 
oughbred breeding by Meadowview Farms, 
Inc.. of which he was president. Rather, 
expansion and improvement are indicated 
by Mr. and Mrs. F. Wallis Armstrong, Jr., 
who always held a majority of the stock in 
the corporation. 

Young Wallis Armstrong, as the new 
president of the enterprise, has announced 
that the fee of *Easton will be lowered, for 
the 1949 season, from $1,000 to $500, and 
that *Mont Blane will stand for $100. 
Along with the two stallions, Meadowview 
owns 14 broodmares, four of which are 
now in Kentucky for the current breeding 
season. Other mares probably will be 
added. 

The farm will continue to sell its year- 
lings at Saratoga. This year’s consign- 
ment consists of a colt by War Admiral 
out of Rash Hurry and one colt and two 
fillies by *Easton. Ten foals are expected 
in 1949, three by War Admiral, five by 
*Easton, two by Okapi. 

The younger Armstrongs, who now take 
over the active management of the farm 
and stud, expect to enter upon a program 
of improving the soil and the breeding 
stock. Meadowview Farms, located at 
Moorestown, N. J.. includes about 800 
acres. Mr. Armstrong is an experienced 
farmer and both he and his wife have long 
been interested students of Thoroughbred 
breeding, but during the life of the F. 
Wallis Armstrong, Sr.. they had no part in 
the management of the organization. 

To supplement their own experience and 
knowledge, they have engaged Humphrey 
S. Finney, of Towson. Md., to act in an 
advisory capacity.

With seven crops to race in Australia through the 1947-48 racing season, Em- 
borough is the sire of winners of £95,208. He was the leading Australian sire of 1945-1946 season.

Vulcan’s Forge Has Best Day, 
The Others Had Seen Theirs 


Los ANGELES 

I. J. Collins. of Lancaster. Ohio, went to 
the Belmont Park paddock last September 
30 intending to buy Quarter Pole out of 
the C. V. Whitney dispersal of horses-in- 
training. Someone—he cannot recall who 
it was—told him that Vulean’s Forge was 
the better horse. 

So. for $80.000 Mr. Collins obtained the 
950-pound chestnut son of *Mahmoud— 
Burning Bright which was to become the 
twelfth winner of the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap. 

At the same sale. Trainer Frank Childs 
bid $34,000 for Dinner Gong. which was 
to carry the blue and gold silks of Abe 
Hirschberg. of San Francisco, to second 
place in Santa Anita Park’s big race. 

On February 26 a rain-soaked crowd of 
56.000 held onto their umbrellas and 
jumped in their galoshes as these two colts 
came splashing down the stretch. At the 
wire. half a length separated them. with 
the Mill River Stable’s grand 7-year-old 


inare. *Miss Grillo. another half a length 
away in third place. Mrs. Nat Goldstone’s 
Solidarity, the early pacemaker. was a 
well-beaten fourth. 

Collins. who resigned two years ago as 
chairman of the Ohio State Racing Com- 
mission and who has been in the sport 
some 40 years. gave all credit for Vulcan’s 
Forge’s powerful race to the patience of 
Trainer Don Cameron. 

When the colt arrived at Santa Anita 
shortly before the opening of the season, 
he was stricken with severe stomach 
cramps that made it impossible to train 
him in time to run his best in the Maturity 
Stakes. After finishing fourth in that race. 
Vulean’s Forge showed what he might 
have done to the Maturity field. had he 
been at his peak. by turning in the finest 
single performance of the season on Feb- 
ruary 4. 

On that occasion he conquered On Trust. 
Rippey. and Shim Malone at seven fur- 


longs. Before the race. the track had 


been termed “good.” Vulcan’s Forge 
made them change it to “fast.” 

That race alone would have been enough 
to make him the favorite for the Santa 
Anita Handicap if he had not encountered 
more hard luck. In the San Antonio Hand. 
icap he was rushed out on the pace. ran 
down Ace Admiral. and then was injured 
when bumped badly by Autocrat at the 
sixteenth pole. Cameron was unable to 
take him out of his stall for three days 
because of a corded hip muscle. He was 
not even sure that Vulcan’s Forge would 
recover in time for the Santa Anita Handi. 
cap. 

Jockey David Gorman almost lost his 
chance to ride him in the big race handi. 
cap because of the poor judgment he used 
in the San Antonio. 

“However. he had ridden him well be. 
fore.” Collins said. “and we decided not 
to take him off the horse because of just 
one mistake.” 


NO ERRORS. In the big race, there 
were no mistakes. Vulcan’s Forge was 
off speedily from his No. 15 position on the 
extreme outside of the field. He left the 
job of choking off the early speed to some. 
one else. Solidarity did this quite effec. 
tively. Ace Admiral, which hardly ran 
his best race. could never get to the front 
of the California-bred. and began tiring 
efter three quarters. 

As Ace Admiral dropped back. Vulean’s

Forge moved up closer for the challenge. 
Inside the last quarter he caught Solidarity 
and quickly drew clear. Dinner Gong had 
followed Vulean’s Forge. moved when he 
did, and although he finished with extreme 
gameness, could not catch the winner. 

*Miss Grillo, off with her customary 
slowness, trailed the field to the half-mile 
pole. She moved up with a great rush on 
the outside entering the final quarter, and 
then with her face splattered with mud. 
she ducked for the rail and lost her chance 
of victory. 

Mrs. Barclay Douglas announced that

Mr. Collins, owner of Vulean’s Forge 
and of the Anchor-Hocking Glass Com- 
pany, and stockholder in the new Michigan 
Racing Association. asked. “What did he 
pay?” 

“For you, $102,000 net.” someone an- 
swered. Collins says he seldom wagers. 
and that he did not have a ticket on Vul- 
can’s Forge. 

Since his purchase, Vulcan’s Forge has 
banked $118,200. His lifetime earnings 
are now $215,800. His sire. *Mahmoud. 
stands at the Whitney Farm in Lexington. 
and his dam, Burning Bright, is out of 
Masda, a sister to Man o’ War. 

Vulcan’s Forge is a light-bodied chest- 
nut with the even disposition of a child’s 
pony. Each morning he rifles Cameron's 
pockets for sugar.

they don’t have worms, it seems more 
likely that good horses are good in spite 
of worms. For 30 years Dr. Leonard Goss, 
now retired, was chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Pathology, College of Veterinary 
Medicine. Ohio State University. He ex- 
amined thousands of dead horses, never 
found one without an aneurism. He liked 
to challenge his students: “Show me a 
horse without an aneurism.” None of them 
ever did.) 


WHAT TO DO? What can be done 
about the bloodworms that cause the 
aneurisms that clog the arteries and kill 
the horse? 

Dr. Todd is for rubbing them out. The 
best means of doing this seems to be the 
low-level phenothiazine treatment. This 
method calls for the administration of 
phenothiazine in small doses. Some farms 
vive it in the feed every day for two or 
three weeks, skip a few days, then resume 
the treatments. Other farms feed larger 
doses at greater intervals. And of course 
there are farms that don’t do anything. 

Dr. Todd has prepared charts showing 
how various types of treatment are work- 
ing on some of the farms taking part in 
the investigation. Figure 1 shows the aver- 
age worm count in the manure of mares at 
three central Kentucky farms. Figure 2 
gives the same foals at 
those farms. 

On Farm A (both charts) the mares 
were given two grams of phenothiazine 
daily for 20 days. then were taken off it 
for 10 days. Then they got it for 20 more 
days, and so on through the cycle. This 
continued through the pregnancy period. 
\fter foaling. the mares were fed two 
grams a day for 30 days, without a let-up. 
Then the 20-and-10 treatment was re- 
sumed. 

In Figures 1 and 2, the vertical axis 
shows the average number of worm eggs 
per gram of manure. The horizontal axis 
is divided into weekly intervals. The count 
on the number of worm eggs per gram of 
manure runs above 800, in one instance. 
The weekly intervals begin with March 2. 
198. The mare chart (Figure 1) finishes 
at weaning time. or close to it. The foal 
chart (Figure 2) runs for about 42 con- 
secutive weeks. 

Farm A, as most horsemen know, is Wal- 
ter J. Salmon’s Mereworth Farm. It is a 
classic example of the low-level phenothia- 
ine treatment. Farms B and C are uni- 
dentified. On these farms nothing was 
done about the parasite problem except to 
use the Half-an-Eye treatment. If things 
sot so bad that something had to be done, 
the horses were given a whopping dose of 
worm medicine. and the Blindfold method 
Was resumed.

Then Farm B got a new manager. He 
tives his horses 1214 grams of phenothia- 
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zine every three weeks. 
count in his mares and foals dropped pre- 
cipitously when the treatment in-

stalled, and note how it stayed down. The 
lines representing Farm C refiect the usual 
cycles of worm infection when nothing is 
done about parasites. 

On Farm A. where the strongyles are 
beaten over the head almost every day, the 
count stays very low. And not only is 
the egg count low. but the phenothiazine 
has so affected the eggs that do show up 
that their hatchability is slowed to a walk. 

In some weeks the egg count at Mere- 
worth was zero in the mares and zero in 
the foals. At the peak. it never got above 
107 in the mares and 14 in the foals. 

By contrast. Farm B touched 806 for 
mares and 541 for foals during the height 
of the infested period. It fell to as low 
as 16 for the mares and 7 for the foals 
when the phenothiazine took effect. 

At Farm C the count got to 822 for the 
mares and 580 for the foals at the worst 
periods. At times during the worm cycle 
the count dropped to as low as 130 for the 
mares and zero for the foals. 

Dr. Todd comments: “Figures 1 and 2 
represent strongylid eggs passed by the 
average mare or foal at three different 
farms. These figures do not show the 
other kinds of eggs passed. Strongyles is 
term for particular 
group of roundworm parasites of horses. 
Strongylus vulgaris and Strongylus eden- 
tatus are stronglyes. 


an all-inelusive 


These figures show 
clearly that the worm infections of suck- 
lings are derived directly from the band of 
mares with which they associate. Note 
how a low count in the mares is mirrored 
by a low count in the foals. This is be- 
cause of the low worm count in the pas- 
tures.” 


HOW MUCH? Experiments are going 
on at the farms and elsewhere to de- 
termine the most effective dosage. consist- 
ent with the health of the horse being 
treated. 

“Using phenothiazine is not like putting 
sugar on something.” Dr. Todd _ stresses. 
“Therapeutic (one-shot) doses are wrong 
in concept. because they are strictly a 
treatment for the horse. You are not treat- 
ing the worms. 

The University has in its laboratory barn 
a group of 12 mares. They have been re- 
ceiving daily doses of phenothiazine since 
last April. “Three get half a gram a day. 
three get a gram, three get two grams, and 
three get four grams. This spring one 
mare from eech group will be killed and 
examined for effects of the phenothiazine. 
The others will continue on the treatment 
and will be examined at later intervals.

As a 


worm-killer, it has been around since about 
1940. Dr. Paul D. Harwood, a parasitolo- 
gist employed by the U. S. Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry, was making a check of new 
drugs. and ran across phenothiazine. Tests 
showed that it would kill off all the 
strongyles found in horses, and there are 
more than 60 different kinds of them. 

It was introduced into the Kentucky 
horse country by Dr. W. W. Dimock. at 
that time head of the animal pathology de- 
partment at the University of Kentucky. 
The research he started has been carried 
on under the direction of Dr. F. E. Hull, 
present head of the department. Dr. 
Dimock. though past the retirement age 
for University faculty members. still is 
active in the phenothiazine work and other 
investigations. 

“When Mereworth Farm set up its ex- 
periments under the direction of Dr. 
Dimock and Dr. Howard White. the resi- 
dent veterinarian, it was one of the finest 
projects undertaken by a private breeding 
establishment.” Dr. Todd asserts. “After 
the experiments turned out successfully. 
Mr. Salmon could have kept the results to 
himself. but he was willing to share them 
with other farms. Mereworth has a two- 
year lead over other breeding establish- 
ments toward its objectives of controlling 
worms and turning out better horses.” 

(A preliminary report by Bernie Kooser 
on the Mereworth experiments was pub- 
lished in Tue Brtoop-Horse of July 5, 
1947, page 42.) 

Researchers are They are 
never satisfied. The egg-count method of 
tracking down parasites is effective, but 
Dr. Todd wants to find a better way. 

“Besides diagnosing the presence of 
strongyles through the examination of 
eggs in the manure,” he says, “we are in- 
terested in other investigations. For ex- 
ample, we would like to know if the effect 
of worms is reflected in a horse’s “blood 
picture.” Humans affected with hook- 
worms. which also are strongyles. become 
anemic. We want to know if this holds 
true for horses. Dr. M. F. Hansen, my 
associate in this investigation. started on 
this, but he found out that there is no 
standard “blood picture” for any breed of 
horse. Research has been done along this 
line. but Dr. Hansen faces about two years 
of preliminary work before he can begin 
to move ahead.” 


restless. 


NO CHOICE. Is the phenothiazine 
treatment being used at many farms? 

“A year ago only one farm was working 
on the control of bloodworms. Now a 
great many of them are trying phenothia- 
zine.” 

Are the breeders co-operating with the 
University researchers? 

“Every one of the farms with which we 
are working came to us with the request 
that we help them. It is entirely volun- 
tary on their part. Even those farms which 
are using little or no control are co-oper- 
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ating with us. They all want to know 
where they stand, whether it’s good or 
bad.” 

Has phenothiazine been used on horses 
at the race tracks? 

“More and more track veterinarians are 
stopping at the University to find out about 
phenothiazine. But the low-level treat- 
ment is being used only at the farms. We 
favor the low-level idea because it has 
the advantage of providing a safety mar- 
gin. You have some leeway with small 
doses. whereas you don’t with a large 
dose.” 

After surveying the results of the pheno- 
thiazine treatment as far as it has gone, 
Dr. Todd offers this summary: “You can 
decide. actually, how many worms you 
want in your horses. You can have just as 
many—or as few—as you want. It doesn’t 
occur to me that there is any choice.”

SHANNONDALE ENGULFED 


The end of an unusual little Thorough- 
bred nursery in the midst of Cincinnati is 
marked by a dispersal announcement of 
W. J. (Bill) Mulvihill and his son. Jack. 

Since 1925. Shannondale Farm has been 
leased by the Mulvihills. The stallion 
Jack Horgan. by Paul Weidel—*The Doll. 
by St. Amant. was lord of the 30-acre 
place from the time of his retirement in 
1932 until old age led to his destruction 
last fall. 

Prior to Jack Horgan. Marvin May had 
spent a season at the farm. Marvin May. 
by *MceGee—Conclusion, by *Peep o° Day. 
was sire of the iron campaigner, Mucho 
Gusto. A few years back. Hadagal spent a 
season at Shannondale. marking an interim 
between his service at Calumet Farm and 
his sojourn in Texas. 

There were always from four to six 
mares to be seen in the barn or paddocks 
with their foals. a few yearlings, and. of 
course, the guest list was always aug- 
mented during the winter with the stable’s 
racing string of two or three campaigners 
and a lead pony. 

W. J. Mulvihill, representative for the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, is president 
of the Cincinnati Saddle Horse Association 
and director in the Ohio Valley Thorough- 
bred Club. He is consequently a key fig- 
ure around the Queen City area.

It was while operating the Sunny Slope 
establishment that Mulvihill came up with 


a jumper named Sunnybrook. Ridden by 
Albert Woodeock, Sunnybrook made a 
reputation for himself throughout the Mid. 
dle West. He is reputed to have made an 
unofficial record of seven feet, nine inches, 
at Springfield, Illinois. 

Never prominent in stakes company, the 
Mulvihill stable has always been repre. 
sented by capable moderate class perform. 
ers such as Mountainy Man, Galloping, 
Penrill, and Easy Jack.

The 3-year-old Yardstick accounts for 
68 sires. In point of numbers. C. V. Whit- 
ney’s “Mahmoud is the leader with 8. 
Coldstream Stud’s *Heliopolis has 6. 
George D. Widener’s Eight Thirty and Cal- 
umet Farm’s Bull Lea have 5 each. Re- 
quested. *Blenheim 2nd, War Relic. and 
Whirlaway each have four. *Alibhai has 
three. Eleven other stallions have two 
each. 

Among the stallions with three or more 
representatives, Bull Lea leads in the aver- 
age weight assigned his offspring with 117 
pounds for five head. He has Citation, 
Coaltown, Bewitch, Beau Dandy. and 
Ann’s Lee. Requested has an average of 
nearly 111 pounds on four head, including 
three fillies. *Mahmoud averages nearly

EVERY MAN AN EXPERT 


In most forms of sport. the rules are 
made or amended by men close to the ae- 
tion. But every legislator in states where 
racing is conducted feels qualified as an 
expert on Turf affairs. At the current ses- 
sion of the New York State Legislature 
these bills affecting racing have been pro- 
posed by Senator Elmer F. Quinn, of Man- 
hattan, Democratic minority leader in the 
Upper House: 

The New York State Racing Commis- 
sion would be empowered to prescribe 
rules covering race meetings. At present 
The Jockey Club and the National Steeple- 
chase and Hunt Association make the 
rules. subject to approval by the racing 
commission. The power to set dates and 
license meetings also would be taken away 
from The Jockey Club. 

All the breakage would go to the State. 
At present the State gets 60 per cent, the 
tracks 40 per cent, except at Saratoga, 
where the split is 50-50. 


“Away-irom-home” meetings such as 
Saratoga-at-Jamaica and Empire City-at- 
Jamaica would be ruled out. Racing asso- 
ciations would be required to own the 
tracks at which they hold meetings. 

All three stewards at a race meet would 
be appointed by the racing commission. 
At present the commission, The Jockey 
Club. and the association each appoints 
one. 

Off-track betting would be legalized un- 
der a bill offered by Senator James J. 
Crawford. Senator William S. Hults. Jr., 
has introduced a bill to create a joint legis- 
lative committee to study off-track betting. 


Governor Fuller Warren’s campaign to 
stamp out bookmaking in Florida has had 
little effect on mutuel handle at south Flor- 
ida tracks according to an Associated 
Press story. There is some pari-mutuel in- 
crease over the first month of racing, but 
the change is said to be seasonal.

years. The turning point appears to be 
somewhere around the age of 13 or 14. 

Thus it may be assumed that if a mare 
has not revealed her speed or racing class 
(publicly or privately), if she has failed 
to produce acceptable offspring among her 
first two or three foals, the odds are very 
much against her producing acceptable 
offspring subsequently. 

One final generalization: In breeding 
race horses there are two essential quali- 
ties to be considered: speed and stamina. 
Of these two, speed is the commoner, stam- 
ina the more rare. In the chance-taking 
machinery of hereditary stam- 
ina (which must include speed) runs the 
greater risk of being lost. Hence the odds 
are greater against the breeder who sets 
out to breed a high-class stayer. 

The generalizations here set forth must 
not be regarded as rules. Horse breeding 
is not to be considered as a game of rules 
and exceptions. It is rather a game of 
chance in which the only 
laws are the laws of prob- 
ability. The student who 
is familiar with the al- 
most infinite possibilities in the throw of a 
handful of dice can visualize the almost in- 
finite possibilities in the mechanism of 
heredity. Above all. the student who 
wishes to see clearly the problem of equine 
heredity should avoid generalizations 
few or

ity of the suggested standards of judging 
breeding stock. Obviously it is low enough 
that many breeders have failed altogether 
to recognize it: conversely, it is high 
enough that many of our most successful 
breeders have profited by their recogni- 
tion of it. A sketchy glance at the proba- 
bilities may be afforded by the following 
rather random details. 

The records of 54 prominent stallions, 
living and dead, were summarized in THE 
Bioop-Horse of April 4, 1942. Of their 
10.257 registered foals of racing age, 62 
per cent were winners, 1] per cent were 
stakes winners, and the average earnings 
per foal were $6,106. The highest  per- 
centage of winners for any one. stallion 
was Ariel’s 78 per cent; of stakes winners. 
*Bull Dog’s 18 per cent. The highest 
average earnings per foal were Fair Play’s 
$10.502 (superseded in 1942 by Equi- 
poise’s average). 

High-class race mares may be expected 
to have records approximating the average 
of the group of stallions just mentioned. 
They will have about 60 per cent winners. 
and ordinarily about 10 or 12 per cent of 
their foals will be stakes winners. This 
figure is not an arresting one until it is 
added that mares which failed to reveal 
racing class well above the average have 
only 2 or 2.5 per cent of stakes winners 
among their produce. 

An extreme example in American racing 
of the value of racing class in lroodmares 
is afforded by the Belmont Park Futurity. 
for years the greatest race for 2-year-olds. 
Through 1942, 37 per cent of its winners 
were the progeny of stakes-winning mares

CONFORMATION: The Principles 
by Which Horsemen Attempt to 
Distinguish Between Good 
formers and Other s—With 
Questionable Success. 


The everlasting emphasis on speed as 
the primary requirement in the Thorough- 
bred necessarily has specialized the breed 
and endowed it with characteristics. in- 
ward and outward. which set it apart from 
other types of horses. It has fined down 
and hardened the skeletal structure. es- 
pecially in the extremities. It has de- 
veloped muscles whose strength ap- 
proaches, and sometimes exceeds. the max- 
imum strain that can be borne by the 

joints, bones. and 
Differences from tendons. It has de- 
Other Breeds manded such excel- 

lence of —perform- 
ance from all parts of the body that the 
breed itself demands special attention in 
the matter of nutrition and care. as long 
as the Thoroughbred is called upon to 
carry out its hereditary function of racing 
in competition against its peers. The em- 
phasis on speed has changed also the psy- 
chological as well as physical nature of 
the animal. It has made him. if not more 
intelligent. more courageous than other 
horses. He is more intolerant of opposi- 
tion, but once his confidence has been 
gained and his lessons taught. he is more 
efficient in the performance of utility tasks 
which lie within his physical compass: 
more determined to finish the job as 
signed him, regardless of the odds. The 
unreasoning courage by which a race horse 
with three good legs and one broken be- 
yond repair will go on to victory in a race 
sets him apart from horses in general as 
definitely as do his lean frame aiid his fine 
skin. It is this temperament which causes 
Thoroughbred horsemen to refer to non 
Thoroughbreds as cold-blooded horses. It 
is this complete courage which sparks the

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improvement wrought upon utility horses 
by an admixture of Thoroughbred blood. 

Except for these differences, of speed 
and its physical requirements on the one 
hand, and of “hot” temperament, or all-out 
courage, on the other, the standards for 
judging the individual Thoroughbred are 
very much the same as for judging horses 
in general. Generally speaking. the great 
majority of characteristics which would be 
charged up as faults against any other 
breed are also faults with the Thorough- 
bred, and no great modification of ac- 
cepted principles will be necessary. Hence 
no exhaustive cataloguing of good and bad 
points of horses in general is attempted 
here. 

As a matter of fact, the records of rac- 
ing confute the supposition that even the 
ablest of Thoroughbred horsemen can set 
down “rules” of judging conformation and 
individuality. Horses being what they are, 
they would not read the rules, anyway. 

One of the oldest axioms of the race 
track is. “They run in all shapes and 
sizes.” This is true to the extent of creat- 
ing no end of confusion among those who 
would specify the best shapes and sizes. 
There is a tremendous range in size among 
good horses, roughly from about 14 hands 
2 inches to 17 hands, and from 700 pounds 
to about twice that weight. And as to 
shape, there can be found good horses to 
argue against the importance of even the 
most universally accepted “faults.” such 


as ewe necks, flat withers, straight shoul- 
ders, calf knees, straight pasterns, club 
feet. long backs. goose rumps, sickle 

hocks. and so on. The 
All Shapes great’ majority of good 
and Sizes Thoroughbreds will fall 

within a range of 
inches in height. from 15:1 to 16:2 hands, 
and within a range of 250 pounds (under 
training conditions). from 900 to 1,150. 
The great majority of the good ones will 
be found comparatively free of those char- 
acteristics which are most confidently set 
down as faults. But the occurrence among 
the good ones of the undersized, the over- 
sized. and the faulty is frequent enough to 
dissuade most horsemen from being posi- 
tive about what it takes to make a good 
horse. 

A fine knowledge of conformation, con- 
sequently. is no infallible guide in estimat- 
ing horses, at least partly because such 
important matters as lung capacity. diges- 
tive ability, the circulation of the blood. 
and even intelligence and disposition, are 
not subject to immediate appraisal through 
inspection. 

Furthermore. there is what horsemen 
call “heart”— the will and determination 
to win—and this is measurable only in the 
stress of actual competition. The Aus- 
tralian horse Carbine, for example. or- 
dinarily good-tempered and cheerful to the 
point of mischievousness, is reputed always 
to have pulled up in a terrific temper when

Similarly. when a horse proves durabl, 
and useful. despite a specific physical de. 
fect. the trainer of that horse will tend t 
minimize that defect in other horses. By 
viewing the horse as a purely physical 
mechanism. of so much power. with 
levers and pulleys over which to exert jt 
the subjoined comments will perhaps sery 
until experience and study have improve) 
upon them. The ordinary principles oj 
physics apply. and the greatest force, ey. 
erted with the greatest economy of effort. 
produces the fastest horse. 

No horseman wants a head “like a bull 
fiddle” on a horse, but the Thoroughbred 
horseman is especially careful. in choosing 
an animal, to see that the head is in pro. 
portion to the remainder, for the head and 
neck are very important in maintaining 
balance, which is all-important iy 
running at top speed or in clear. 
ing a steeplechase jump. — The 
successful trainers with the longest experi. 
ence are almost unanimous in_ insisting 
upon what they call an “intelligent” head, 
One principal clue to this supposed in. 
telligence is the broad space between the 
eyes. Another is the eye itself. which, in 
the words of a commentator of nearly a 
century ago, “should be kindly. strong, 
bold, and fiery, yet gentle looking.” Small 
eyes (which horsemen call “pig eyes”) 
are avoided, and some horsemen can make 
out quite a case against a horse which 
shows an excessive amount of white around 
the edges. 

Lop ears take away greatly from. the 
beauty of the horse, but whether they have 
any connection with speed is a subject to 
leave open for debate. 

The profile generally preferred is 
straight. Most horsemen abhor the convex 
line, or “Roman nose,” believing it a sign 
of temper or intractability. Some of them 
object to a concavity below the eyes—the 
effect commonly called “dish-face”—but 
others accept this merely as a_ pleasant 
outward sign of high breeding, since it re 
calls handsome, delicately beautiful Are- 
bian ancestry. 

At all events, they prefer a moderately 
tapered muzzle with sensitive. large nos 
trils, fine, tight lips, divided well back. The 
jowl, they are especially insistent, should 
be deep, as viewed from the side, and wide- 
angled, as felt from below. to allow great 
room for the air passage at the throttle. 
Occasionally a horse is seen whose head 
is set on at such a sharp angle as to sug 
gest that when the pressure of the rein is 
on his mouth the resulting pressure 02 
the throttle might inhibit to seme extent 
the extreme activity of the breathing ap- 
paratus which is essential to high-speed 
efforts.
